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ro fetch thi Kino 10 His Parliament, and yet now tis 
made Treaſon to offer ro bring Him thither, that ſome 
Members were Voted Malignants for deſerting the Houſe, 
and others made rms mp for ſtaying in it, that we 
took Oathes ts defend the Kings Perſon and Authority x 
and now muſt have a Government ſcrled without Hime, 
and no Addreſſes made to Him, but Plots and Deſignes 
to poyſon and deſtroy Him : Theſe and many other 
ſi uch horrible contradictions cauſe me to abandon theſe 
enemies of Peace, and to make my humble addreſles to 
his Highneſſe the Prince of Wales, whom (God is my 
witneſle) I come to ſerve faithfully, as becomes an ho- 
neſt man & a Loyall SubjeR, not drawn by hopes cither 
of honour or profit, as my friends & acquaitance (eſpe- 
cially Cope Sled perſon of known integrity,& great 
Skill in his profeſſion, who alſo comes dong wi me 
upon the ſame reſolutions) can ſufficiently teſtihe. And 
I humbly conceive (were nothing of Conſcience in it, 
yet in common prudence) others are obliged to runne 
the ſame courſe, it being impoſſible ( — His 
Majeſties perſonall Vertues now evident to all the 
world, the large poſſeſſion He hath in the hearts of His 
people, of all His 3 Kingdomes, His numorous Progeny 
and Allies) - that ever Peace ſhould be obtained till our 
Kin be reſtored. 

But I wonld not be miſtaken, as if I were now turned 
anenemy to Parliaments, for I profeſle, I ſhall with the 
hazard of my life and fortunes, endeavour the welfare 
and being of free Parliaments , provided it be with the 
juſt Rights of the King and Hu Swubjetts, that by a Per- 
ſonall Treaty,or what other way it ſhall yroun God; the 
good known Lawes of England may be revived, by a 
firme and laſting Peace, 
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
